Plenty to Feed the Hungry 


The Congressional reactionaries are al- 
ready handling like a hot potato the latest 
request of President Roosevelt that the tax- 
exempt features of government bonds be re- 
moved by law. 

There are no less than $50,000,000,000 of 
tax-exempt bonds now outstanding. Every 
vear the government agencies, Federal, state 
and municipal, shell out nearly two billion 
dollars in interest to the owners of these 
bonds. This huge interest income is exempt 
from the present income. tax a. Just plain 
gravy! 

Who owns these juicy ien Why, 
the banks, insurance companies and big cor- 
porations, of course; the people who yell the 
loudest that this country “can’t afford“ to 
feed the unemployed, that the “budget is un- 
balanced,” etc., etc. 

According to the U.S, Treasury De- 
partment, Wall Street banks own 820,916. 
000,000 or 41 per cent of the government 
bonds, and the insurance companies come 
next with about 30 per cent. The rest, 
about 27 per cent, is in the hands of a few 
thousand individuals with incomes of over 
$100,000 a year. 

It is high time that the government dug 
deep into these fat billions of the Palm Beach 
and Wall Street crowd which now escape 
taxation. 

Additional significance is given to this 
outrageous situation by the fact that the in- 
surance companies and banks make use of 
these tax-exempt bonds. not only to escape 
taxes, but to intensify their sit-down strike 
of capital. Instead of using their vast re- 
serves for new industrial expansion, they 
serenely soak their funds away in tax-exempt 
securities. 

The Presidential spotlight, therefore, 
serves to draw the attention of che whole 
country to the grave defects in our present 
tax structure all down the line. Vast hoards 
of monopolist wealth are now evading or 
escaping taxation. Here lies one of the main 
answers to the “budget balancers” who are 
ready to fling four million Americans into 
the pit of starvation. 

But for the President’s proposal to be ful- 
ly effective, it is necessary to launch in Con- 
gress a genuine people’s tax program which 
will lift the tax burden from the masses, the 
farmers and middle-classes, and place them 
where they belong—on the incomes of those 
who hold 50 billions in tax-exempt bonds.

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Yes, America is menaced by foreign 
propaganda, The propaganda is a menace 
because it is a weapon of fascist aggres- 
sion with tremendous military power be- 
hind it, which has set out to conquer the 
world and, above all, ‘the richest part of 
the world, America. It is a menace be- 
cause it has powerful allies within the 
United States. The foreign propaganda 
that menaces the United States, and all 
the Americas, comes from Rome, Berlin 
and Tokio, from the powers that call them- 
selves the “Anti-Communist Alliance.” 


That warmaking alliance proclaims 
that it is fighting to save the world from 
Communism. It is peculiar that every blow 
it strikes, presumably against Commu- 
nism, injures American national interests 
and destroys still more all hope of. orderly 
international relations. It seized Manchuria 
from China—closing the door of that great 
area to the United States. It conquered 
Ethiopia with gas, airplanes and machine- 
gung—and destroyed the last remnants — 
the League

Propaganda in support or toleration of 
these war moves appears in the United 
States. It tells us that America is also 
menaced by Communism, as were Man- 
churia, Ethiopia, Austria, China, Czecho- 
slovakia, Spain. And what is this Commu- 
nist menace? It is in the United States 
nothing less than President Roosevelt and 
the New Deal, So they seriously inform 
us, and expect us to get excited about it. 
But this fantastic nonsense, which finds 
foreign “isms” and propaganda in the 
middle-of-the-road progressivism of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, is itself the open and clear 
propaganda of the Rome-Berlin-Tokio axis. 
It is the opening gun of a fascist war of 
conquest against the Americas. Simul- 
taneously all the reactionaries and their 
dupes, speak up against American defense. 
Herbert Hoover, Hamilton Fish, Father 
Coughlin and Norman Thomas—to men- 
tion a few typical names—repeat the ideas 
of the Berlin press, of the Rome and Tokio 
newspapers, that there is no fascist men- 
ace to America, that it is all invented by 
President Roosevelt (and, of course, the 
Communists), who are the real warmaxers, 
they say, and threaten the peace of the 
world by their criticisms of the fascist 
powers. This is the foreign propaganda 
that menaces America, menacing because 
it has military aggression behind it and 
is spread by some of the most powerful 
forces within the country, by most of its 
newspapers and by the leading spokesmen 

of the anti-New Deal party. 


I know, of course, that I will be given 
the answer, “Yes, there is a fascist men- 
ace, but there is a Communist menace also, 
even if Mr. Dies has exaggerated it so

it true, however, frankly considered, that 
there is a “Communist menace?” 


Quite sincerely, I can declare there is 
no Communist menace to America, first,

But it is absolutely 
untrue that the Communists in the United 
States receive either instructions or gold 
from Moscow, despite all wild and irrespon- 
sible stories to the contrary. Our interna- 
tional affiliations only place upon us addi- 
tional burdens to help the Communists of 
other lands who do not have our advan- 
tages of the relative freedom of a t 
democracy. And the Soviet Union, 
from being any menace in international 
relations, is the most consistently peaceful 
and orderly nation on earth. Its relations 
with the United States of America are 
those which naturally obtain between the

short-time and overtime work done 
and their effect on total earnings, 
The results are astounding. N 

In the building trades, for ex- 
ample, one-half of all workers em- 
ployed—the laborers—are living un- 
der this “Rowntree minimum,” 
while among coal miners the per- 
centage of those who live below this 
standard is as high as 80 per cent. 
The author points out that “Today 
the miner has the privilege of hav- 
ing one of the most dangerous and 


at the same time one of the worst 


Even the railway workers, the 
aristocracy of labor, do not fare 
much better, since one-quarter of 
them live below this subsistence 
level. But the agricultural worker 
has the dubious distinction of be- 
ing the worst off. The Rowntree 
standard maintains a differential 
cost of living between rural and 
urban workers which the author 
shows to be non-existant. But in 
spite of this differential, the agri- 
cultural workers are still on an 
average 10 per cent below the 
Rowntree level. 

Mr. Kuczynski also gives some 
figures on the living standards of 
the unempleyed. “All of them 
(around one and one-half million 
—R. G.) receive a weekly benefit 
far below the Rowntree minimum— 
far below any standard of living 
com uted by the most diehard anti- 
labor statistician.” In all cases, 
even in those industries where a

The author finds that 
real wages have risen 5 per cent 
since 1931—a period in which real 
dividends and profits have doubled 
and trebled—but steadily rising 


costs of living plus increases in the 
working class population threaten 
soon to wipe out this fractional 
gain. Labor's share in that branch 
of national activity to which it con- 
tributes most, that is, in industrial 
production, has declined about 15 
per cent in the past seven years, 
marking a positive deterioration of 
labor’s economic position. 
Although “this book is not writ- 
ten to tell the millions of underfed 
people that . they are underfed,” 
it is, nevertheless, a serious indict- 
ment of a modern nation in which 
10,000,000 men, women and children 
live on a starvation level. It can 
become a powerful instrument in 
the hands of trade ‘unionists both

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Answering the Doubtful on 
The Pro Tennis Situation

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 19 (UP).—Are the professional 
‘tennis matches between Ellsworth Vines and Donald 
Budge strictly on the level? 

This question has been put to me dozens of times since the two 
Galifornians started on the tour that will take them to most of the 
| towns in the United States big enough to have city limits and a fire 
Set. There seems to be a feeling that Ellsworth and Donald have 


en agreement to kep the series fairly level and not let one player get 


#0 far ahead as to make the public lose interest. 

A year ago I was asking this same question myself, and I went 
directly to the men who were settling last year's world championship, 
Vines and Fred Perry. 

With a “Do you fellows frame these tennis matches so they come 
Out even?” I hinted at what I wanted to know. Ellsworth and Fred 
Caught on and quickly set me straight. No, they didn’t deliberately 
Tnaintain a balance of power. Each played his best at all times, and 


1. A certain percentage of each gate was set aside to be given 
to the winner of the series. 
2. They knew Budge planned to turn professional and that 
the winner of their series would get first crack at him. 
3. Each one of them wanted to be known as the world’s 
champion professional player. 

In other words, the top man was sure of more money and a 
@reater reputation as a tennis player. But the chief reason Ellsworth 
and Fred kept their play on the level was the natural honesty of the 
men themselves. They are the very high type of sportsmen and not 
to be confused with some of the wrestling, boxing and horse racing 
gentry. 

What held good for Perry and Vines undoubtedly holds good for 
Vines and Budge. Bode is every bit the fine sportsman that Perry is, 
and probably wouldn't know how to throw a match if he wanted to. 
He has been playing his best game ever since he was a youngster, and 
T have no doubt but that that is what he is doing every time he plays 
today. 

As to the series staying fairly even, why shouldn't it? There is 
very little to choose between the games of the great tennis players. 
The series between Vines and Budge is strictly one of power versus 


steadiness. Vines is a constant seeker of perfection. He allows no 
margin of safety. He shoots for the top of the net and the very lines 
themselves. When he is in top form no tennis player who ever lived 


fan beat him, but of course it is impossible for him to be at the zenith 
‘of his form all the time. When he is slightly off, he will make more 
errors than an ordinary player. 

Budge’s game, while not as spectacular, is much sounder. Budge's 
peak is never as great as Vine’s, but his average is much better. In 
other words, he is never as good or never as bad as Vines.

Big Jess Willard Shakes 
With Ex-Foe Jack Dempsey 


MIAMI, Fla., Jan. 19 (UP).—Jess Willard today 
gripped in friendship the right hand that battered him 


from the world heavyweight throne 20 years ago. 

A bit down on his luck, Willard, who won the championsuip in 
1915 from Jack Johnson, today accepted a job offered in a spirit of 
gratitude and helpfulness by Jack Dempsey, the man who dethroned 
him. 

Willard will start as a “good-will ambassador” for a line of whiskey 
that bears the “Dempsey” label—“and if he doesn't find that to his 
liking, I have a hundred other spots for him,” Jack said, “he can al- 
ways be sure of having enough to eat and a place to sleep” 

Willard had little to say, but apparently was over ſoyed. 

Dempsey refrained from calling the work Willard would do 
“a job.” “He's going ta be associated with me and he'll be his 
own bess and keep his own house,” Jack explained. 

Jess will remain in Florida about a month and be chef hand- 
shaker at the Dempsey-Vanderbilt Hotel. 

Willard then will go north and work out of New York. His 
work will consist chiefly of personal appearances at Dempsey's 
establishments. 

“If he likes the work, he can become an executive later.” Dempsey 
said; “and he will still have plenty of time to continue refereeinz at 
boxing and wrestling matches. In fact, I'll even help him get spots that 
will make him rome meney.“ 

“I think it's a great proposition and I’m sure it wih work out fine,” 
Willard said. 

If Big Jess was thinking of that blazing afternoon in Tolede 20 
years ago when Dempsey battered him to a bloody pulp and left him 
groggy on the canvas, he gave no indication of it. “Jack is a grand 
fellow,” he said. 

Willard had been staying at a small hotel in downtown Miami, vut 
Dempsey moved him into his swanky hotel here tonight and gave him 
the run of the house. 

There was marked contrast between the two men as they posed for. 
photographers. Dempsey, well-groomed and looking the successful 
businessman he is, took the camera barrage in stride, while Willard 
fumbled, fidgeted and appeared ill at east. 

After Willard was out of earshot, Dempsey said, “I can sympathize 
with him, I had my downs too before I got going. Jess is a great fellow 
and he deserves a break. I owe him a lot for not giving me a run- 
around when I tried to get the championship bout with him.”
